THE REVISERS CONCLUDE THEIR 
14-YEAR’S WORK: 


{he Issue of the Revised Old Testamentin London— 
A Eeview ofthe Work, and a Glimpse of tae 
Changes Introduced—Very Interesting 
Comments on the Work-—Etc. 


Loxpoxs, May 16.—Copies of the revised 
version of the Old Testament wore given to 
the newspapers af midnight last night. All 
the papers this moining contain copious ex- 
tracts from the work A semi-official article 
appears in the London “imes, in which some 
account of the work of r. vision, with particu- 
larreference tothe American part of it, is 
yiven. From thie article a few extracts are 
given herewith: 

THE WORK OF YEARS FINISHED, 

Finally an international work of fourteen years 
bas come toa close. The revised version of the 
New Testament was issued in May, 1881, and now 
the revised Old Testament will soon be published 
in all parts of the Efglish speaking world. 

This revision is the most important event in the 
history of the English Bible since the publishing 
in the German translation in 1681. The success of 
the Old Testament may not be as great as that of 
the New, of which more than a million copies 
were sold onthe day of publication, and more 
than three million copies before the close of the 
year, but it will probably be more favorably re 
ceived aud less severely criticised, for it 
jnvolves Lo changes of the Hebrew 
text, no older manuscripts than the masoretic 
having been discovered, and the lion of the 
suthors version is most carefully preserved, out of 
regard for the conservative feeling of the church 
in its attachment for the language of the old 
vyerfion. 

CHANGES AND REVISIONS, 

All the errors of translation have been removed, 
snd the revision will. be pronounced by every 
competent Bible resder to be a very great im- 
provement. The new version is nota good ver- 
sion in the place of a bad one, but the great im- 
proyement of a gcod yersion. The preface 
with yn statement of the 

principles on which the revision 
has been conducted. The revisers have borne in 
mind theirduty not to make a new translation, 
but to revise that already existing, and haye de- 
parted from it only where they disagreed with the 
translators on the meaning of a word or sentence. 
The terms of natural bistory areonly changed 
where the version is incorrect. Where it is doubt« 
fulthe rendering is given an alternate rendering 
‘on the margin. 

SQME INSTANCES GIVEN, 
In some words of frequent occurrence, the au-

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thorized vert.on being either inadequate or incon- 
sistent, changes have been introduced with as 
ymouch uniformity as practicable. For instance the 
‘Tabernacle of the congregation,’’ has been every 
where. changed to “Tent of meeting.’’ 
In regard to the word ‘‘Jehovah,’’ 
the usage of the authorized version 
is followed, the revisers not thinking it advisable 


{o insert it uniformly in the place ot “‘Lord”’ or 
“God,” which, when printed in small capitals,

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A LIFE OF CRIME ENDED. 


CHARLES RUGG EXPIATES HI5 
CRIMES ON THE GALLOWS. 


The Death of One ofthe Most Notorious Criminals 
in the Country—The Story of the Murder for 
which He was Hung-—His Eventfat 
Life and His Taking Off—BEtc. 


New Yorx, May 15.—[Special.]—Charles 
H. Rugg, the murderer of the Mayboe wo- 
men, was hanged today in the yard of the 
county jail at Long Island City. He met his 
fate calmly, showing not a tremor as he stood 
upon the scaffold, and he died without a strug- 
gle. But forty-seven persons witnessed the ex- 
ecution, although thousands surrounded the 
jail. No newspaper men were admitted to the 
jail yard, being.excluded by order of the sher- 
iff. Among those who had tickets of admis- 
sion were John Tappan, who had been arrest- 
ed, suspected of murdering the Maybee wo- 
men, his crazy brother. having sworn that he 
saw him commit the crimes. When 
he was discharged from custody 
after Rugg’s arrest, he extracted a promise 
from the sheriff that he should be permitted to 
witness Rugg’s execution. Before ascending 


the scafiold, Ruggs said to his spiritual 
adviser: 
“It is better that I should die now, under 


there circumstances. If I had not been de- 
tected and convicted I might have died in my 
sins, and then I would not have gone to heaven, 


where I know I will go now.”’ 
THE MURDERER’S EVENTFUL HISTORY. 

On Saturday evening, November 18th, 1883, Mrs. 
Ls die Romaine Maybee, 71 years old, aud her 
caughter, Annie E. Maybee, 389 years old, were 
strangled to death in a barn on their premises, in 
Brookville, Long I-land,a quiet little hamlet of 
about 100 inhabitants, Garrett Maybee, the hus- 
band and father, 65 years old, and wao0 was blind 
and paralyzed in both legs, was afterwards knock- 
ed senseless, and the house was then robbed. 

Mrs. Maybee bad gone tothe barn.to milk the 
cows, leaving her daughter preparing supper. It 
was evident that the murderer was hiding in the 
barn, As she entered he sprang upon her and 
strangled her until she was dead, after which he 
carried the body to an unused cowshed, where he 
hid it under dry leayes. Mr, Maybee, becoming 
alarmed at his wife’s prolonged absence, sent his 
daughter to find her, where she shared her 
mother’s fate, her body being] hidden beside her 
parent’s. The murderer then entered the house, 
and Mr. Maybee cried out: ‘‘Who’s there?”’ 
‘Me,’ was the’answer,ina disguised voice. He 
heazd the intruder ascend the stairs to his wife's 
room, and fearing that it was a burglar, cried for 

‘hel. The manrusbed down stairs, and, threat- 
ening to killthe old manif hedid not cease his 
outcries, demanded his watch. “You can’t have 
it,”’ exclaimed Mr. Maybee, and tottering to his 
feet for the first time in fourteen years, he at- 
tempted to strike the robber with his cane. 
‘‘Givye me your watch, or I'll kill you,” exclaimed 
the burglar, and seizing Mr. Maybee’s stick, he 
beat tbe old man into unconsciousness. He then 
ransacked the house, securing $100 in money, two 
gold watches, @ pink cameo pinand a small gold 
pin, alter which he made his escape. When Mr. 
Maybee recovered consciousness, he yelled for 
help, and was finally heard by lis neigh- 
bors, »who went to his aid, 
Search was made for the oid man, 
wife and danghters, and their bodies were found 
inthe cow stable. 

The authorities were notified and officers and 
detectives were at once puton the murderer’s 
trail, while the farmers for miles around scoured 
the country, searching the woods for the villain, 
who, had he been captured, would undoubtedly 
have been lynched. All eftorts were futile, how- 
ever, and the murder was soon. forgotten, when, 
on Jarfuary 7, 1854, it was revived by a dastardly 
attempt to murder Mr. and Mrs. James C, Town- 
send, aged 76 and 65 years respectively, in their 
bome at Oyster Bay about five miles distant from 
Brookville. They were found unconscious, wel’ 
tering inthe blood which flowed from terrible 
wounds intheir heads, which had been inflicted 
with ahammer, -This crime threw the commu. 
nity into an unparalleled state of excitement, and 
when Mrs. Townsend recovered consciousness and 


accused Simon Rappalee, vi negro, 
whose wife had done some work for her, it was 
feared that the negro would be mobbed. He was 


arrested at his home, and at once denied the as- 
sault. On January 15th, John Tappan was also ar- 
rested on suspicion of haying been concerned in 
the assault, 

While these men wereawaiting trial, a sensation 
was caused by Ldmund Tappan, a brother of John, 
going voluntarily before a notary public and mak- 
ing a confession, in which he charged his brother 
with being the murderer of the Maybee women. 
He gave the story of the crimes in detail, and said 
that he saw the deeds committed. - He also said 
that his brother gave him $10 of the money which 
he stole from the Maybee house. Strange to say 
this charge was generally discredited, as was also, 
Mrs. Townsend's allegation that Simon Rappalee 
had assaulted her husband and herself, Tappau, 
however, was committed to jail, Edmund 
Tappan, who was also locked up, told the officers 
that he bad the watch and chain and cameo pin 
which had been stolen from the Maybee house, 
and gave the officers a letter addressed to his wife, 
in which he requested her to give these articles to 
the cfiicers. When the latter visited his wife she 
denied having any knowledge of them, and, al- 
though the house was searched, they could not be 
found, 

On the 25th of January, but a few:days after the 
Towneend assault, and before the excitement con- 
sequent upon it had subsided, a third assault was 
committed, which was the cause of bringing to 
justice the perpetrator of the three crimes. 
Early that morning Sealy Sprague, of East 
Meadow, Long Island, went to the barn to feed his 
horses. Ashe opened the barn door and stepped 
inside a negro sprang at him and dealt him a 
powerful blow on the head with an iron 
bar. Mr, Sprague fell to the .- floor 
unconscious, but the ,;npegro continued beating the 
prostrate man, the blood from the victim’s wounds 
drenching his assailant’s overcoat. Hastily rifling 
the senseless man’s pockets, and in his hurry over- 
jooking $105 in bills, the negro went to the house 
where Mrs, Sprague was preparing breakfast, Hoe 
entered and struck the poor woman a terrible blow 
in the face with his fist and then seizing her by the 
pair, dragged her out of the kitchen to the porch. 
She entreated him not to kill herand she would 
give him all the money she possessed. He there- 
upen released her and she went to a bureau 
drawer, from which she took a pocket book con- 
taining some { money, which she handled to the 
neero, While he was opening it she darted past 
him out of the house, and, screaming for help, ran 
towards a neighbor's house. The negro pursued 
her for some distance, and then, evidently fearing 
eapture, turned and ran away from the scene. 

The neighboring farmers were soon aroused, and 
after caring for Mrs. Sprague and her husband, 
who was found unconscious, took their guns and 
siarted out in pursuit of the negro, vowing to 
shoot bim when caught Whuilg following his track 
ip the snow they feund his cap and blood-stainei 
overcoat, So eager were they to capture the ruffi 
an that, on reaching the villege of Westbury, they 
bastily ran through it, while the man they were 
in search of was iu one of the public stores.

With a body guard large 
encugh to protect his prisoner from the excited 
farmers who gathered around, wildly clamoring 
for the negro’s blood, the constable took the man 
to the Sprague house, where he was recognized 
by Mrs. Sprague as her assailant, As “she did go 
her brother sprang at the prisoner and knocked 
him down by a powerful blow, while one of the 
larmers yelled: 

“Take him io the barn, there‘s rope there to 
hang him,” 

sn crowd was about to carry out this threat 
when 


\ the constable dragged his prisoner 
into. a wagon and drove rapidly 
away. He took bim to Hicksville, 


where snother crowd of farmers were waiting, 
the news of the man’s capture having apread rap- 
idjy.. Here one man attempted to throw a noose 
Over the negro’s head. He was taken beforea 
justice of the peace, and was recognized as Chas. 
Mi. Rugg. He was charged with assault with in- 
tent to kill, and was then taken tothe county 
jailat Leng Island City on a milk train, At many 
ot the towns hundreds of men with guns, ropes 
eud icrehes boarded thetrainin quest of the ne- 
gro, who, tremblirg with fear, was lockéd upina 
freight train. He was finally placed in the jail. 
jis preliminary examination wai to have ta- 

ken place at Hicksville, but it yas learned that a 
vigilance committee had been formed, each of 
whom was to be armed with revolvers, and six to 
carly ropes, They were to ride into Hicksville, 
ecize Rugg es he alighted from the train, 
the six men were to lassohim and then gallop 
across the country, drageing him at their horse’s 
heels, the others, meanwhile, keeping back the 
Cficials with reyolyers. He was tobe dragged to 
&clump of trees near the Sprague residence and 
there hanged. It was decided best not to go to 
- Hicksville, therefore, and the hearing was had at 
the jail, and Rugg confessed to the assault on Mr. 
and Mrs.Sprague. Later, he sent for Jailer Mur- 
phy, and confessed to the murder of the Maybee 
women, and the assault on Mr. and Mrs, Towns- 
end. His admission of the Maybee murders is as 
iollows: 

_Istarted from Roslyn about four o’clock p.m. on 
November 17, 18%3, and went to the Maybee farm, 
i got thereabout six o’clock. Mrs, Maybee was in 
the barn whenl wentin. Icaught hold of her 
and choked her until she was dead. She was get- 
fing ‘eaves to bedthe horse. In two or three min- 
utes alterwards Annie Maybee came into the bara 
with aladder. I caught her and choked her and 
put herin the leaves beside her mother. I then 
went into the house by the kitchen door and pass- 
cd into the sitting room. I saw Mr. Maybee sitting 
hy the stove. He hallooed two or three times and 
stamped with bis cane upon the floor, I told him 


foshut up and then went up stairs tothe right- 
hand drawer of the bureau and 
got the money — about $90. That's 


alilsaw and alli took, I didn’t take away any 
gold money. Ididn’t see any. The gold watch 
enc chain and pin werein the cigar box on top 
oi the bureau. I saw Mr. Maybee when I weat 
cown stairs. He was seated in the same place. 
He didn’t say anything. I went right home 
Bo went to bed. The next dayl went to New 
- When I wentinto the house Mr. Maybee cried 
—et:-**Who’s there?” { said “Me,” and asked 
fui forthe watch. He said that he didn’t have 
any. lIstruck him twice with the cane and went 
out. He did not hallooany more. I know I did 
not kill bim, I didnot mean to kill the others. 
They were alive when I wentout. Then I went 
beme. These confessions, Mr. Murphy, are the 
whole truth in both cases. All the other confes.- 
sions are false except the Sprague -confession. 
That is true. 

A few days later Rugg broke down completely, 
upon hearing that his wife was dying in her 
wretched home at Glen Cove,and that the author- 
itics would not take him toher bedside as they 
feared he would be Jynched. In connection with 
the Townsend assault he said he gave the nameof 
Simon Rappalee, in order tosecure admission to 
the house, and ssit was dark Mrs. Townsend did 
not notice the deception. Hesaid he took $49.32 
in the Townsend house, and that he committed 
the robberies to secure money to support a woman 
with whom he was infatuated. He also admitted 
committing various other assaults and robberies. 

On February 17th Rugg escaped from the jail. 
He had been subject to fits, and as Jailer Murphy 


was making his rounds, Rugg called 
him in and said that he was feeling 
sick. The jailer brought him a powder which had 
been ordered for him by the physician. As he en- 


tered the cell Rugg struck the jailer on the head 
with achair, felling him to the floor. He cried for 
help and another prisoner rushed to hisaid. Rugg 
rushed past him, however, and upa flight of stairs, 
where he dashed through a window to the ground | 
beneath, a distance of twenty feet. The alarm 
was immediately given, but all efforts to recapture 
him that night were unsuccessful. He eluded the 
pursuers until three days afterwards, when he was 
run downinachurch, A cerdon of men was sta- 
tioned around the building, and a school teacher, 
revolver in hand, entered the church. Ashe did 
so Rugg dashed out, passed the guards and was in 


a fair way to escape but for the school- 
master, who s00n had his hand 
on the negro’s collar and the 


latter, weak from hunger, made no resistance, 
The same scenes were enacted as- upon his previ- 
ous capture, excited men calling loudly for his 
blood. He was taken back to jailandan extra 
guard putupon him. On March &th the grand 
jury presented seven indictments against him— 
two charging him with murder in the first degree 
in killing Lydiaand Annie Maybeein Brookha- 
yen on November 17, three for assault with in- 
tent to kill Mr. and Mrs. Townsend at Oyster Bay 
on January 7 and Selah Sprague at East Meadow 
Jax uary 19, onefor robbing in the first degree in 
stealing Sprague’s money, aud one for burglary 
in the first degree for robbing theTownsend house. 
His trial was begun April 2ist, John F. Quarles, 
the noted colored lawyer who died recently, and 
a son of Rey. Frank Quarles, of Atlanta, Ga , act- 
ing as his counsel. During the trial Ed- 
munds Tappan, who had accused his brother of 
killing the Maybee women, demonstrated that he 
was crazy, and his’ brother was discharged from 
custody, as was also Simon Rappalee. After a four 
days’ trial, in which he claimed that his confes- 
sion was extorted from him, he was fonud guiity, 
and on April 28th sentenced to be hanged, Au 
appeal wastaken, and a new trial was had, but 
the first dicision was appealed.

LILLIAN’S DEATH. 


THE STORY AS UNFOLDED UNDER 
OATH. 


The Summer Visit ofthe Unfortunate Lady to Her 
Uncle—The addition of Her Lover-Vousin— 
The Link Furnished by a Watch Key— 

The’ Later Developments—Bte. 


Ricnuond, Va., May 15.—The first witness 
sworn this morning in the case of Cluverius 
was J. B. Childress, an employe at the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio coal docks. He was at the 
wharves on the morning of March 14, and saw 
a bundle or bag of clothing, found floating in 
the river. The bag was then shown and 
identified. The witness helped to put back 
the articles taken from the bag, after it had 
been dried. Nothing had been left out, nor 
had anything been putin not found in it. 

Judge Crump, of counsel for the defense, 
moved that this evidence be expunged from 
therecord. The motion was overruled and 
the defense tcok exceptions. 

Mrs. Annie Williams, mother of the bey 
who foundthe watch key at the hole in the 
reservoir fence, testified that her son had 
given her the watch key on Sunday, March 
15; that next day she gave the key to a young 
man named Walter Hill, Jack Wren, a de- 
tective, having sent for- it, and that she had 
not seen the key since until this morning in 
— clerk’s office, where if had been shown 

er. 

Objection to this evidence was entered by 
the defense, as in the other cases, 

J. D. Redwood, foreman in charge of the 
Chessyenke and Ohio wharves, testified to 


the finding of a beg of clothing. The bag 
was of brown canvass, bound by 
leather straps, with a handle. 
In if was a quantity of ladies’ 


clothing which he described, also a small cigar 
box containing some stamped needle work, 
ete. One piece of clothing was marked with: 
the name “fF.” or “L, T. Madison,” and an- 
other with three initials, which were indig- 
tinct. The witness was questioned at some 
length by both sides as to the ebb and flow of 
the tide inthe river, the distance from the 
Mayo bridge to the point where the body was 
found, the length of time it would take for 
anything to float between the two points, etc. 
The marked garments were shown to the 
jury. The three initials on one garment which 
Redwood said were indistinct were “F. L. M,” 
though considerably blotted. The defense 
followed the same course in regard to this tes- 
timoney as in the other exception to the ruling 
of the court. 

At a quarter totwo o’clock, the party hay- 
ing returned from the reservoir, the cour! re- 
sumed its session. 

Walter Hill, printer, was sworn and testified 
that he went to Jsaac Williams’ house on 
March 16th and got the watch key from Mrs. 
Williams, and that he went to the school 
house and got little Johnnie, and with him, 
went to Detective Wren’s office, and gave him 
the key, which was a peculiar looking one 
with a ring on it, partly open. 

; — watch key was here shown and identi- 
ed. 

Witness learned thatthe key was at Wil- 
lisms’ house through his brother. 

Detective Wren had told him to get the 
key, as it might lead to valuable information. 
He first went to Dunstan’s house to get the 
shawl for Wren. Loth parties willingly gave 
up the key and the shawl, when they were 
informed what they were wanted for. He 
had previously informed the detective that he 
knew where the articles were, and that if 
they would do him any good, he would get 
them and bring them to him. Detective 
Wrensaid he was not then in the case, 
but if the articles were brought 
to him,’.the fact could be published 
in the State, the atternoon paper. 

Benjamin. Power, reporter of the State, tes- 
tified to being in Detective Wren’s office sever- 
aitimesin March. There he saw the watch 
key; went with Wren to the jeweler’s shop to 
have the key described by him, forthe pur- 
pose of publishing a description of it. This 
was ou March 16, between 12 and 3 o’clock. 
He had gone to Wren’s office to get any infor- 
mationthat he might have bearing on the 
case, as he(witness) kueow that ren was 
working on it. / 

Charles Spott, Jr., jeweler, testified that 
Detective Wren had brought him the key to 
examire, It was an old-style key, about fifty 
years back and gold filled. 

The key was shown and identified by the 
witness. 

Samuel B.. Witt, commonwealth’s attorney, 
was then sworn. He testified that on the even- 
ing of March 15th he received a 
key like the one shown from Detective Wren, 
which the latter surrendered to himas prose- 
cuting cflicer ofthe city. He kept the key 
until he retired from the case, which he did 
when he found it would not be proper for him 
to go further into it. 

“This was when Mr. Witt ascertained there 
wascousinly relationship existing between 
himself and the prisoner. He then turned 
all the evidence in his possession bearing on 
the case over to the police justice. 

John Walker swore: “I reside in King 
William county. Miss Fanny L. Madison 
wes my neice. The prisoner is my first cousin. 
Have known him ali my life except a year or 
two, when he went to Richmond college. The 
prisoner’s home was in King’and Queen coun- 
ty. Helived with his aunt, Mrs. Tunstall. 
The witness came to Richmond March 17, and 
went to the almshouse and identified the body 
there as that of his neice, Fanny L. Madison. 
He was positive it was her body. He 
identified by the features and the missing 
tooth. His father, Arthur Walker, was an 
Miss Madison came to 
his father’s house on the 8th, 9th or 10th of 
July and remained there till the 10th of Octo- 
ber. The prisoner came to the house on the 
night of July 10th and spent the nigat there. 
The witness, mother and father were there. 
His father is a paralytic. 

A diecussion here ensued upon some ques- 
tions propounded tothe witness, whereupon 
Mr. Merideth, of counsel for the prosecution, 
announced this as the starting point to show 
the seduction of the deceased by the prisoner, 
as one of the motives of the crime. The de- 
fense then withdrew the objection. 

The witness, in answer toa question by 
Merideth, said he didn’t think tne prisoner 


had been to his house for two or three months , 
before the night of July }0. The prisoaer 
slept in his (witness) room, in a 
seperate bed. He couldn’t say whether 
he got up during the night. 
He left next morning between 8 and 9 o’clock. 


The witness got up and left the prisoner in 
bed. ‘The prisoner’s next visit was about Au- 
gust 25th. There was no grown person in the 
heure that day except the witness’s invalid 
fether. After dinner the prisoner went te-see 
bis cousin, accompanied by Lillian. They re- 
turned about sunset. The prisoner slept in 
the witness’s room that night. He complain- 
ed ct his bowels being out of order, and got 
up during the night, leaving the room _.with- 
out light. He couldn’t tell how long he was 
absent, 28 he (witness) wept to sleep. The 
next morning he asked the prisoner how he 
felt, and he answered that he was very well. 
The prisoner wes there again in September, 
svd again occupied the same room and bed, 
exvd leftearly next mornipg. Miss Madison 
occupied the room in the west end of the 
house, on the same ficor. The prisoner has 
never heen there since. There are 
rolecksen the inner doors of the house, 
nething but the old-fashioned latches, with a 
stripg passing through the door to the outside. 
He thinks tbaton the night in September 
thet he was there the prisoner remarked that 
it wee strange that every time he came to the

erhad been visiting the witness’s father’s 
house ever since he had been practicing law— 
about eighteéén months or two years. 
He had had no other communication with 
him, by letter or otherwise. No 
man stopped at witness’ house during the time 
Lillian was there, except two casual visitors, 
and no one came as a visitor to Lillian. The 
prisoner and Lillian were frequently 
on the occasions of his visits.

He 
then noticed he had what appeared to be a 
gold chain. 

He had previously worn a plain black 
guard. There was ashort piece ot chain at- 
tached, from which hung a gold key. 

The key was againshown and the witness 
said it looked very much like the key he re- 
ferred to. 

Witness had seen a similar key worn by the 
prisoner on the guard. The witnesg was here 
shown a letter dated March 14, The letter was 
not read, but was held by the prosecution to be 
introduced later. The witness had no knowl- 
edge or intimation of any improper relation 
of Lillian with any man until the discovery of 
the body. The prisoner and Lillian were 
second cousins. They seemed to be very fond 
of each other. 

_ On cross examination the witness said Lil- 
lian seemed to have had some misunderstand- 
ing at her house with her mother about some 
letters, and had come to his house and asked 
io be allowed to remain until she could do 
eomething for herself. 

At four o’clock the court adjourned until to- 
meatews with Walker still under cross exam- 
ination. 


THE TRIP OF A JURY. 
To-day a recess was taken in the trial of 
Cluverius, and the judge, jury, counsel and 
prisoner visited the reservoir wherein was 
found the body of Lillian Madison. The 
locality described in the evidence was thor- 
oughly examined, especially the southeast 
corner of the grounds, where there was a hole - 
in the fence. Here is where the watch key 
was found. After the examination of the 
reservoir grounds, the party went over to the 
Clark spring property, which was explored; 
visited the dead house, where the body was 
taken. The prisoner was placed between two 


stalwart policemen, and followed 
the jury wherever they weat. 
He never manifested by look 


or action that there wasanything disagreeable 
aseociated in his mind with the trip to the 
place. If he was passing through an ordeal 
he showed no signs of it. While moyvia 

about he picked a yellow buttercup flower an 

carried it in his hand for an hour. On its be- 
coming know that Cluverius and the jury 
were at the resorvoir the street leading thither 
soon became thronged with a curious crowd.

This has been a great surprise to all the men, 
as they have been allowed a day for running 
from Rome to Cleveland. usiness was 
very heavy onthe road last winter, as the 
only had eight crews to do all the work. This 
necessarily compelled them to putin very 
continuous time. The men bore this ‘without 
extra charge, expecting summer work at the 
Fame wages, hence their disappointment.

rip over theroad, only get one dollar and 
thirty-two cents as conductor.

Rey. C.C, Hersman, D. D., president of West- 
ninster eoliege, Missouri, was elected as Perkins 
professor, Heis acomparatively young man, but 
one of “the most accomplished scholars- aud 
finest teachers in the southern church. His 
election will no doubt be hailed with delight 
by the irlends of the seminary, as 
his fitness for the dyties of the professorship is so 
gcberall recognizg@#” Tne duties of this chair have 
been enlarged. Formerly it included only seience 
in connection with reveiation, butas forthe past 
three years the chair had only two recitations a 
week, while the other chairs hadabout ten a week,

This gentieman is about twenty-four 
years of ege, and is conneeted with the Frae 
chuich of Holland, of which his father is a -miuis- 
ter. This church was founded in opposition to the 
rationalism sand spiritual deadness which infected 
the esteblished church of that country. Mr. Vs 
had just completed his Classical and 
lirerary education in one of the gymunasia 
of Anistercam, when his father removed fo this 
coubtry. He pursued his theological educatioa in 
the institution in the northwest of which his 
fathcr isa prefessor. After graduating there, he 
spebpta vear as teacher of Hebrew, Greex and 
Latin. He then went to Princetou seminidry, 
where he has just graduated, being recognized by 
all his professors and classmates as facile priuceps 
in a class of thirty-cight. To bim ‘bas just beea 
ayvarded the Hebrew fellowshipin that semipary,

The keynote of thenew 
version is the whole truth. | 
It is not thought the new ‘version will be 
accepted by the present generation. The 
older people who have become accustomed to 
the! ancient rbeicric of the jold English ver- 
sion will not accept it, but) there is a belief 
emong scholars that when) those who cling 
' - to patseges they are familiar with are gone, 
» thewerits of the new version will give ita 
foothold. It will be used at once at Andover 
and in the divinity school of} Yale, and prob- 
ebly in nearly all the other theological 
_ ftcbools of the country; and we may be sure 
that the yersion which the {scholars of the 
country accept will, soon or late, become the 
property of the people. The truth is, the

Writing of the burlesque on republican 
government that existsin Rhode Island Tue 
Coxstiterion declared that not only Rhode 
Island, but all New England must be reform- 
ed: that the people there who profess to 
represent public sentimentare narrow-mind- 
ed, slow-peced and provincial; and that the 
only results their civilization has producad 
are thore that baye come of transplanting it 
amorg stronger minds and nobler forces. 
Naturally enough the Providence Journal is 
not at all pleased with this modest and rea- 
sorable statement. It alludes to it as “‘inju- 
dicious neneense,’ and says that it is the 
“old ante-beJlum ‘mudsill’ talk.” AS & 
matter of course, the Journal misses the 
essence and meaning of Tuk ConsTITUTION’s 
statement, and proceeds to point with pride 
to the public schools, the colleges, the 
eburches and the cotton factories of New 
England, ; to New Ergland’s donations to the 
educational fund of the south; and to New 
Ergland’s energy and enterprise as devel- 
oped in the Atlanta and the New Orleans’ 
ex positions. 

The Journal takes it for granted that Tre 
ConstITUTION is criticising New England as 
an enemy, or, at the very least, as an antago- 
nist, but in this matter our esteemed con- 
temporary isfar out of the way. There is a 
great deal in New England that THe CoNstTI- 
TUTION cordia'ly admires. We read the 
country correspondence of the Springfield 
Republican, and discover that the rural life 
of New England is identically the same as 
that of Georgia; we look around us and 
discover that many of the foremost repre- 
sentatives of the south are descendants of 
New England psrents. Tne CONSTITUTION 
is a great admirer of everything that is 
genia) and genuinely humane in New Eng- 
lang, but itcannot tolerate that intolerance 
of those who pretend to speak for the sec- 
tion. 

With due respect for the Journal, we are 
of the cpinion that the civilization of New 
Ergland, whichitis defending with such 
upnecestary fervor, should have some finer 
outecmethan energy and enterprise; we are 
cf the opinion that thechurches and public 
schools should have produced something 


better than the misgovernment that 
now exists in Rhede Island. Let us take the 
town of Pawtucket, for example. In .the 


mixture of injustice that exists there, we 
may meke some errors of figures, but 
the Journal is welcome to correct them. In 
Pawtucket there are 25,000 people, of whom 
3,100 are listed as voters. There are 1,100 
so-called registry men qualified, who cannot 
vote for sppropriarions of money, (nor for 
aldermen in Providence.) They canno* hold 
cflices of trust, nor can they act as jurors. 
It may be that there are 2,000 of these prac- 
tically disfranchised citizens, for not all gat 
listed, since they must do this annually be- 
fore New Years,. and in person, We need 
not go over the details of the Jaw, but there 
is nota doubt that at least two-thirds of the 
voling population of Pawtucket are denied 
ihe right to sit on juries. 

And yet the Providence Journal has, time 
and egain, abused the south because it has 
heard that negroes are denied the right of 
serving on juries. Asa matter of fact ne 
groes do seryeon juries, and the list of 
those thet are eligible to jury duty is in- 
creased at every revision of the jury-box. 
The lawin Georgia is that jurors shall be 
“experienced, intelligent and upright.’ 
This is the only test and itis applied to citi- 
zens of all colors and ciasses. But in Paw- 
tucket, according to our information, at 
least two-thirds of the voiing population are 
denied by law the right of serving as jurors. 
Isthistbe result of civilization? Can the 
injustice on whichit is based ba excused or 
explained away? Will the Journal make 
the attempt? 

We should be pleased to have it do so, for 
we have otherand more damaging facts in 
regard to the condition of affairs in Rhode 
Is'and that oucht to be widely discussed.

THE SCHOOL OF TECHNOLOGY 


’ 
That isto be Oonnected with a Leading 
Georgia College. 

OxFORD, Ga ,May 15.—[Special Correspondence] 
In an interview to-day with President I. 8S. Hop- 
kins, of Emory college, I became acquainted with 
the history of amovemgnt that marks an eraof 
pregress in Georgia education. 

Knowing that the enterprise referred to is des- 
tined to satisfy a waut yow felt by the people of 
Georgia, end believing fhat the facts and figures 
gathered will interest fhe readers of THE CoNsTI- 
TUTION, I present them herewith: 

The trustees of Emors college have set aside for 
the occupancy of a school of technology, one of 
the buildings now in use at the institution. The 
Georgia and Florida annual conferences of the 
Methodist church south, at their sessions last win 
ter, donated $2,000 for building a workshop, and 
friends} of the college and northern sympathi- 
zers have contributed $3,100 for equipment purpo- 
RES, 

The building set apart by the trusteesis yalued 
at?5 000, so that the entire plautis worth $10,000, 
Eo much for the figures, which will nodoubdt be 
increased by the generosity of Georgians, who de- 
sire to ioster and ald with their meney this great 
Werk. 

WHAT THE MONEY IS ACCOMPLISHING. 

Work bas been begun on the new building for the 
School of Technology that is to be established here 
in connection with Emory college, aud will be 
pusbed rapidly to completion. This addition to 
the seven bandsome structures that already grace 
the coilege grounds, is situated in a line with 
Seney hall and the other buildings on the south 
side of the campus, and is admirably located a 
short distance west of the lower recitation hall. 

The building or ‘‘shop’’ is to be sixty feet long 
by forty feet wide-substantially constructed ef 
brick—one story high, with a boiler room extead-

& CO,, OF MACON, EXPLODE, 


The Probebly Fatel Accidentto Henry Russs)!, and 
Serious Irjury to Henry Lewis—Mysterious 
Movements in @ Macon Graveyard— 
Personal and Otherwise — Etc, 


MAcoN, Ga., May 15.—|Special.|—At Balf past 
three o’clock this afternoon a terrible explosion 
of gasoline occurred in the gashouse attached to 
the rear of J. W. Burke & Co.’s book store and 
printing establishment, on Second street. Henry 
Russell, colored, was probably fatally burned, and 
Heury Lewis, white, sustained injuries which are 
very serious, 3 


J. W. Burke & Co. light their establishment with © 


gas manufactured on their own premises from 
gasoline. 
this afternoon, Henry Russell, who has been em- 
ployed at Burke’s for a long period of years as 
erigineer, and Henry Lewis, a press-feeder, were 
transferring gasoline from a small iron tank to the 
reservoir over the gas machine. One of the men 
was tapping the tank with a hammer, and it is 
supposed that this caused the explosion. 

Another account of the cause of the catas- 
trophe is-that Russel! was trying to loosen the tap 
over the opening in the top of the tank by strik- 
ingit witha hammer. The tank was not quite 
full of gasoline, and the vacuum was filled with 
gas generated by the hot sun. When the top was 
atlength suddenly removed the gas shot out to- 
ward the fire under the boiler, which furnishes 
steam for running the printing presses, ignited, 
and thus caused the explosion. It is alsosaid that 
Leiws was notin the gas house, but in the press 
room, nearby, and that his absence irom the 
former saved himfrom being more badly burned 

The noise of the explosion sounded somewhat 
like the reportof a beayy cannon, and was heard 
all over the business partof thecity. The escap- 
ing gasand oilimmediateiy ignited, and the en- 


gine and gas house were soon enveloped in - 


flames. 

Henry Russell, terribly burned about the body, 
arms, neck and head, rushed outof the bnraing 
gas house, and ran down the alley 
towards Cherry street. In hisblind endeavor to 
obtain relief from his agony, hé dash ed intoL, 
Merkel’s bakery. Here he was seized by Messrs, 
T. S. Lonery, A. B. Small and others, and hurled 
into thestreet. Water from a hydrant was turned 
on him, and his burnirg clothes extinguised. The 
skin on all the upper part of Russell’s body hung 
in shreds, and his moans were dreadful to hear. 
Dr. W. C. Gibson was summoned, and he at once 
had the suffering man carried into a vacant store, 
where his wounds were quickly dressed. It is 
not probable that Russell will recover, but 
if beshould, he will be blind for life. 

Henry Lewis escaped, as did Russell, and was 
taken into Goodwyn & Smali’s drug store, on 
Third street. His arms, back, shoulders and head 
were badly burned, and he suffered a great deal of 
pain. Dr. E. G. Ferguson, who was called to 
Lewis’s relief, regards his injuries as serious, but 
does not think his life endangered. 

Within afew minutes efter the explosion an 
alarm of fire was sounded from-the city hall, to 
which the fire department at oncerespoened. No, 
2 got the first water on, and within fifteen minutes 
the fire was extinguished. Mr. J. W. Burke thinks 
the loss Wiil not exceed two thousand dollars, 
The damage is fully covered by insurance.

INCREASING THE FIRE SERVICE, 


The New Steamer Tested Yesterday, and 


Accepted Last Night, 

Yesterday Chief Ryan and the fire masters 
were out testing the new steamer bought for 
the fourth firecompany. The steamer is 
second size Amoskeeg double engine and is a 
very handsome piece of machinery. It was 
tested on Marietta street near the capitol, and 
was under the immediate management of 
Mr. Jobn E, Wilson, of the Manchester 
locomotive works, the builders of the ma- 
chine. Mr. Wilson put firein the engine at 
9:47 and in three minutes had forty pounds of 
steam and could have thrown water if it had 
been called for. At 9:57 he had seventy 
pounds of steam and was throwing a hundred 
and fifty feet of water. Five hundred feet of 
hose was laid and an inch 
and a quarter nozzle was attached. 
A stream was thrown for 279 feet. This water 
was taken from a cistern. The engine was 
attached to a hydrant, a hundred feet of hose 
Was put on and water was thrown for 333 feet. 
By thistime the board was satisfied. The 
engine threw water onto the top of the capitol 
easily. 

The steamer is a very handsome one. The 
pumps are 4%, the cylinders 67g, with an 
eight inch stroke. The boiler is 52x60 and 
contains 187 inch and ahalf tubes twenty 
inches long. The boiler is all steel. The 
engine bas a pumping capacity of 700 gallons 
of water per minute at an ordinary speed. The 
ergine is mounted on platform springs, and 
the boiler is cased with Russia iron and 
prineces metal bands, and is surmounted by 
@ princess metal and German siiver dome. 
=a engine is painted in dark carmine and 
gold. 

The engine will be stationed at No. 1 fora 
few weeks, until repairs can be made 
on eonie of the engines heretotore in service. 
With the steamer, came a hose-reel aad a 
thousand feet of hose, the entire outfit repre- 
senting an outlay of aboutsix theusand dol- 
lars. The engine alone cost $4,200. 

Last nighta meeting ot the board of fire 
masters was he)d and the steamer was form- 
ally accepted. A committee, consisting of Mr. 
Stockdell, Mr. May and Chief Ryan, was ap- 
pointed to eelect a location tor the new engine 
house. It is presumed that the house will ba 
putsomewhere about Castleberry hill. The 
committee will make a report at the next 
meeting ofthe board, Wednesday week. The 
board selected the following asthe force for 
manning the engine for the present: H. P. 
Haney, foreman; J. D, Harris, engineer; W. B. 
Cummings, stoker; L. W. Simmoasaud W. A. 
King, runners.
